M ahaska County Board of Supervisors Open Records Policy
and Procedure

Intent and Goal. This policy is intended to implement the provis®f lowa Code
Chapter 22 by providing assistance to citizensestjng examination of public records
and to employees in fulfilling those requests. §bal is to assist citizens making
requests and assure that responses to open reequasts are made appropriately and
timely.

Terms. Mahaska County*is committed to the concept ofrogevernment exemplified
by lowa Code Chapter 22. Records that are noheéfas public records or have been
deemed confidential pursuant to the statute areauptired to be released in response to
a request. lowa Code Chapter 22 lists or describdewer than 65 categories and types
of potential documents and information exempt ftbeopen records law. Other
portions of state and federal law may also goveness to public records.

Documents, instruments and records [see lowa C88818601A(2), (3) & (8)]
maintained by a county recorder, as well as feebysthe Mahaska County Recorder for
research and retrieval of documents, instrumerds@cords filed with or maintained by
the Mahaska County Office of Recorder, are exemgph fthis policy.

*The offices of the Attorney, Auditor, Recorder,esiff and Treasurer are elected offices.
These elected officers are vested with unique éigxer to carry out the legal duties and
responsibilities of their office. As such, they mexercise a degree of independence to
set the policies and procedures of their respeciifrees. These elected officers may
adopt this policy but may also independently sdicpdor their office concerning the
production of public records.

Making a Request for Public Records. Requests for access to public records may be
made in person, in writing, by email or by telepbo@itizens are encouraged, but not
required to make requests in writing. Anyone makena request for public records
without providing identification, reason or motifa the request. For assistance in
making a request for examination or copying of pukdcords, the public is invited to



contact the official delegated by the Board of Susers to implement lowa’s Public
Records Law — the County Auditor.

Responding to Requests. Requests for access to public records may be magukrson,

in writing or by telephone. Employees may not asky/the record is being requested nor
require the identity of the requestor, but shotyda get as much information as possible
about what is being requested and how the requestbes the response be transmitted
to them.

An employee receiving a request in person or Bptedbne should immediately reduce
the request to writing noting the specifics of it@rmation requested, the date and time
of the request, whether the request is for copyimgpection or both and how the
requestor expects the request fulfilled. All reqaehould be forwarded to the County
Auditor.

Upon receipt of a request for access to publicnaszsupervisory employees should
promptly take all reasonable steps to preserveulnic record while the request is
pending. Requests will be fulfilled as soon as fssbut no longer than within ten (10)
business days, unless there are questions abocfidentiality of the record being
requested. The lowa Code allows for a twenty (203rdar days delay to determine
whether a record is confidential. If possible, imfi@tion contained in record that is
deemed confidential by law should be redacted abtki®e remaining record may be
disclosed. The department/office having custodsghefrecord will be primarily
responsible for producing a response to the reqaestte county public request liaison.

All requests will receive a written response.  thublic record requested does not exist,
this fact should be communicated to the requestoe.record sought may be provided in
the form in which it is maintained by Mahaska Cgumtovided the information
contained in it that form is readily accessibléhte requestor once in their custody. If the
request involves research or delay beyond 10 daygsasonably expected, this should be
communicated to the requestor.

Availability. Public records will be available for public exastion and/or copying
during customary office hours, which are 8:00 &0m:30 p.m., Monday through Friday,
excluding designated holidays. Immediate accesscdards may be affected by good
faith efforts to identify and locate the correataeds; or determine whether the request



seeks disclosure of confidential records. The rstijug party should be promptly notified
if any delays are experienced or expected.

Fees. Reasonable fees may be charged to the requestiiefactual costs of producing a
public record for inspection and/or copying. Depaants under the auspices of the Board
of Supervisors will charge fees according to tHeedcle appearing below. If the
estimated total fees exceed $100.00 the requestst agree to prepay one half of the
expected fees. The remainder of the fees will lyalple upon production of the record by
the Auditor and prior to release to the requegistimated fees and payment terms must
be clearly communicated to the requestor as sopossble. The following fees may be
charged:

1. $0.10 per page fees for photocopying.

2. Actual mailing costs.

3. Actual cost of media (CD, DVD, Tape, Film, etc.)

4. Actual cost of employee time to supervise thengixation of a public record, if over
one hour.

5. Actual cost of employee time to retrieve a pubdicord, if over one hour.

The Mahaska County Board of Supervisors canngidiicies, including the business
practices in the offices of other elected officiatso may independently establish policy
for their office. These offices are the Attorne@§ice, Auditor’s Office, Recorder’s
Office, Sheriff’'s Office and Treasurer’s Office. @¢e offices may adopt this policy,
including this fee schedule, but are not requicedd so.

Compliance. Requests and responses for examination of pudgmrds or copies of
records shall be documented by giving to the Coéuigitor all information and
documentation concerning the request, the emplmsgmonding to the request, the
information requested, and full copy of the datesponse. The County Attorney will
maintain responses in a central location.
